To see if the voters of New Boston will vote to 
repeal Article 17 adopted at Town Meeting, March 8, 1966: (By 
Petition). 

Town Meeting, March 8, 1966, Article 17 states: “No person shall 
consume any alcoholic beverages as defined in the statutes of New 
Hampshire relating thereto in or on any of the following places in 
the Town of New Boston: Town Common (including playgrounds), 
School Grounds, Church Property, Bailey Pond Picnic Area, Library, 
on Public Property within one hundred feet (100’) of the entrance 
to any store or other place of business, or in or on any street or public 
way in the Town of New Boston. 

“Whoever violates any provision of this Ordinance shall be fined 
not more than twenty-five dollars ($25.00) or less than ten dollars 
($10.00) for each violation.” 

The Rev. Walter Poole made a motion, seconded by Dorothy 
Fillmore, to indefinitely postpone Article 10. 

Roland Sallada made a motion, seconded by Lionel Chancey, 
to vote by written ballot. The motion was defeated. 

A motion by Bartlett Hooper, duly seconded, for a standing vote 
was passed. 
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A standing vote on the orginal motion was in the affirmative, 133 
to indefinitely postpone and 62 No votes. 

_ Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to amend Article 17, 
voted at Town Meeting, March 8, 1966, to include the front, side 
and rear steps of the Town Hall, or act in relation thereto. 

It was so moved by Roland Sallada, seconded by George St.John. 

After much discussion Christopher Dumaine moved the question, 
seconded by Jessie Harvell. A division was requested by Albert Berger 
to limit debate. A standing vote was taken on Mr. Dumaine’s motion 
and passed — 126 to 58. Returning to the article, a standing vote 
was taken and passed — 109 to 67.

Robert Foote made a motion, which was duly seconded, that 
drinking of alcoholic beverages be prohibited in the Town Hall as 
well as outside. Randall Parker made an amendment to include that 
there be no drinking under the Town Hall also. This was seconded 
by David Whipple. After much discussion, Fred Moss called for 
division. The motion and amendment were defeated in a standing 
vote — Yes 49 and No 82. 

John Young made a motion, seconded by Donald Byam, that a 
committee be appointed to bring to the town people comparative 
figures, for renovation of the High School into a Fire Station and 
figures for new construction. That this committee be composed of the 
High School Study Committee and the Fire Department Building 
Committee. 

Headstart has made repairs at the High School so the Town 
did not have that expense. 

After much discussion, Merton Chancey called for division. 

The motion was voted in the affirmative — 116 Yes. 

At 11:45 P.M. Roland Sallada made a motion, which was duly 
seconded, that the meeting be adjourned. It was so voted in the 
affirmative.

Fire Warden's Report 


The 1970 forest fire season was a quiet one in this area, quiet in 
part because of your continued cooperation and favorable weather 
conditions. 

Fires that did occur were, for the most part, caused by debris 
burning, children and smokers. 

The elimination of these three causes of forest fires would drasti- 
ally change this picture-to bring about this change we make the 
following suggestions: 

1. When the ground is not covered with snow a permit to burn 
must be obtained from the Forest Fire Warden. This permit covers 
waste burning, even if in an incinerator, grass burning, as well as gar- 
den trash and brush burning such burning is restricted by regulation 
prior to 9 a. m. and after 5 p. m. with the following exceptions: Com- 
mercial or industrial burning is permissible at any time under normal 
conditions but only with the approval of the District Chief and a 
written permit from the Forest Fire Warden. 

2. Fires caused by children can be prevented only with the 
complete cooperation of parents in the supervision of their children, 
keep matches out of reach of children, this action will help to prevent 
fires and may save a life, the life of your child. Try to explain this 
to your child, won’t you? 

3. Forest fires caused by smokers can be reduced in number by 
the exercise of more care in the discarding matches and smoking 
material whether from a vehicle or by a hiker. In all cases, make 
sure that the butt or match you discard is out, dead out. Smokey says, 
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“Thanks for your help,” and invites you to join with him in setting 
a good example for others in the prevention of fires and the protection 


of our environment.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with the 
custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were examined 
and audited.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT — 1970 


A new member, Yvonne M. Gomes, was appointed to the Planning 
Board, replacing Marjorie Colburn whose term had expired. Roland 
Sallada served as the selectman member ex-officio. 

Officers elected for the year: Rhoda S. Clark, chairman; Yvonne 
Gomes, secretary-treasurer; Jeremiah Kennedy, chairman of resident 
citizens’ committee on subdivision in New Boston. . 

Ten regular meetings were held in 1970, two public hearings on 
a proposed Building code and two special meetings concerning sub- 
division requests. 

Resident citizens’ committees were appointed. Waldron Hersey 
and Richard Whynall served on Jeremiah Kennedy’s subdivision com- 
mittee. Thomas Mansfield and Caroline Todd, with Roland Sallada 
chairman, studied the “Dump and Other Activities” ordinance, pro- 
posing some changes to be put in. 

A study committee composed of Edward Kinney, chairman, Robert 
Normandin and Marjorie Colburn was detailed to revise and review 
zoning and or building ordinances previously presented. Mr. Kinney 
resigned in October. The selectmen appointed his replacement in 
January 1971. Thus no report was prepared by report deadline date. 
Richard Whynall has been selected to complete Mr. Kinney’s term 
through 1972. 

There were 17 subdivision requests brought before the board. 

Subdivision laws in New Hampshire have been changed by an act 
of the legislature, effective July 3, 1970, which raises the penalty for 
anyone who transfers or sells any land before a plat has been ap- 
proved by the local planning board. The penalty is $500 for each 


lot or parcel.

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FORESTRY COMMITTEE REPORT 


Accomplishments in 1970: 


Our Selectmen awarded a contract to the Goss Lumber Company 
of Henniker who bid $2,400 for the second improvement timber 
harvest on the Lydia Dodge lot consisting of 134,662 board feet. This 
sale was located east of the sale area of 1968. Mature, diseased, poor 
quality and crowded trees were the only ones selected for sale, 
thereby increasing the potential quality of trees remaining. Deer 
and grouse habitat is expected to benefit from the operation by the 
encouragement of sprout and food plant growth. The cost of pre- 
paring this sale was $99.00. 

Scattered openings caused by the removal of groups of mature 
trees in the first timber sale were seeded to red pine in the spring. A 
total of two acres were seeded costing $18.00. The Agricultural Con- 
servation Program completely reimbursed this expense. 

Two acres of weeding and thinning were also done during the 
summer to insure that the crop trees have growing room and that 
only commercially valuable trees occupy the growing site. Govern- 
ment subsidy of this project is $40.00, leaving $16.00 to be paid out 
of pocket. 

The biggest project for the year was the construction of an access 
road connecting the former high school lot entrance with the road 
made in 1968. Seventeen hundred feet of road was built for an 
expense of $340.00, 50% of which is reimbursable. Forest manage- 
ment, recreating, and fire protection are some of the uses benefited by 
this road. 


Plans for 1971: 

The improvement harvest program will be continued on the 
Dodge lot with the sale of about 150,000 board feet. 

Surveying of the Dodge lot, not accomplished in 1970, is planned. 

Weeding and thinning will be done adjacent to previously treated 
areas. This work will continue, even without government subsidy, 
which is rumored may not be available in 1971.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


The New Boston Conservation Commission was formally estab- 
lished in accordance with New Hampshire state law by a vote of 
the townspeople at the 1970 town meeting. Its goals are the protection 
and preservation of the natural beauty and usefulness of public lands 
within the town. 


1. One of New Boston’s most valuable natural assets is the Pisca- 
taguog River. The Commission recognized this by initiating and 
helping with the formation of the regional Piscataquog Watershed 
Association. The Association is concerned with protection and proper 
development along the entire river and the system includes a total 
of ten towns. It was incorporated in May, 1970. 

2. The Commission applied for and received a grant of $250 
from the Spaulding-Potter Charitable Trust Fund. Part of this was 
used to sponsor conservation movies in April and October. The 
outstanding film “Who Killed Lake Erie,” was shown in the New 
Boston Central School, and was followed by a discussion led by Prof. 
Robert Normandin. 

The remainder of the grant is being saved for purchase of aerial 
photo maps of New Boston. These will be photographed and as- 
sembled in 1971. 

3. A River Road Picnic Area cleanup campaign was conducted 
last spring and was very successful, thanks to many willing volunteers. 
New picnic tables were installed, fireplaces repaired, the spring 
cleaned out, and dead wood cut and stacked. The state highway 
department was asked to remove some of the dead trees along this 
scenic drive. 

4. The preservation of a marsh area on the southern side of town 
was discussed with state and federal officials. 

5. Commission members toured old New Boston mill sites and 
cemeteries and are marking sites of historical interest on a town base 
map. 

6. Within several years, all outdoor dump burning will be pro- 
hibited in the state of New Hampshire. Two Conservation Commission 
members visited the pit incinerator project in Conway. A meeting 
was held with officials from Weare, Mont Vernon and Francestown 
to discuss the problem of waste disposal. 

7. The Commission voted to join the New Hampshire Conserva- 
tion Commission Federation and three members attended the New 
England Conservation Conference held in Bedford, N. H. 

8. The town appropriated $1000 to the Conservation Commission 
at last year’s town meeting, and a $500 matching grant was received 
from the Spaulding-Potter Charitable Trust. 

9. The Commission is investigating several parcels of land that 
could be of value to the town were the town to own them. We are 
requesting in this year’s warrant the sum of $1,500 to be matched 50% 
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by the Spaulding-Potter Funds to be used for land purchase. We urge 
your approval of the article in this year’s Warrant.

To the School Board and Citizens of New Boston: 

I herewith submit my ninth annual report relative to the schools 
of New Boston. E 

The New Boston Schools have a total enrollment of 221 students 
in grades one through six and 176 students attending the Goffstown 
Schools in grades seven through twelve.

Staff 


Jeffrey Stevens, in his second year as principal, has initiated 
changes in policy and curriculum which have been well received by 
the students, faculty and the citizens of New Boston. Supporting Mr. 
Stevens in effecting changes in the educational effort of the schools 
has been a loyal staff of teachers. It is gratifying to note that only 
two staff changes occurred from the 1969-70 to the 1970-71 staff. 
Miss Jane Alexander replaced Mrs. Helen Normandin in Grade 1 
and Laurence Saunders replaced Mrs. Geyer who resigned to ac- 
company her husband in his new teaching position in New Zealand. 

School district expenditures continue to increase directly as the 
rising costs of textbooks, teachers’ salaries, fuel, services and trans- 
portation. A second cause in the increase costs is the growing num- 
ber of students, particularly the tuition students. 

The Goffstown tuition costs for 1971-72 are estimated at $689.90 
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for each high school student and $577.66 for each junior high school 
student. 
AREA School Study 


Vaughn Smith, John Young and Mrs. Cora Trimbur represent New 
Boston as members of the Goffstown AREA School Study Committee. 
The New Boston AREA Study Committee has worked diligently with 
the Dunbarton and Goffstown AREA Study Committees and the 
voters of the three communities will have an opportunity to approve 
the AREA School Plan at the school district meetings in March. 
An affirmative vote will assure New Boston continued _parti- 
cipation in the Goffstown educational system, grades 7 through 12, 
and the benefit of financial advantages inherent in the plan through 
increased state aid. 

The Goffstown AREA School Planning Committee consisting of 
the three member committees of Dunbarton, Goffstown, and New 
Boston has studied the feasibility of establishing an AREA High 
School and an AREA Junior High School in Goffstown. The study 
was undertaken as a result of the voters action at the March 1966 
School District meetings in Goffstown, Dunbarton and New Boston 
which directed that a study be made. The Planning Committee has 
involved the personnel of the office of the Superintendent of Schools 
and consultants from the State Department of Education. 

Recognizing that the present tuition contracts now in force among 
the three towns are to all intent and purpose an AREA plan in being, 
it is the intention of this committee to adjust the present plan to 
conform to the Statute Chapter 195A, and thus be eligible for the 
additional state aid that is available. 


THE PLANNING COMMITTEE BELIEVES THAT THIS PLAN 
WILL PROVIDE FINANCIAL AND EDUCATIONAL BENEFITS 
AND LONG-TERM SECURITY FOR THE THREE SCHOOL 
DISTRICTS INVOLVED AND RECOMMENDS THE ADOPTION 
OF THE AREA PLAN TO THE THREE SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 


Title I 


Funds received from Title I of the Federal Education Act con- 
tinues to be used to support the excellent work of Mr. Richard Hechtl, 
our school psychologist, Mr. Hechtl not only is able to identify the cause 
of many problems of school adjustment in his work with the boys 
and girls, but he also devotes time to meeting with teachers. This 
enables the classroom instructor to better understand the reasons 
for a child’s behavior and adopt procedures to deal more effectively 
with particular problems. 

As part of this work, Mr. Hecht] conducted an in-service educa- 
tional program during which he met regularly over a period of weeks 
with members of the faculty. 
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This was an excellent opportunity for the teachers to better 
understand the role of the school psychologist and learn how the staff 
and administration can work together to assist children in need of 
special help in school.

Howard M. Towne, former school board chairman and member 
until 1970, diligently worked in the interests of the educational wel- 
fare of the children of New Boston.

All Cafeteria workers received routine physical examinations in- 
cluding throat cultures and serology. 

Menstrual Hygiene Education Program for sixth grade girls was 
presented. A film was shown and appropriate literature was given 
all students. 

A film on Drug Abuse was shown to all sixth grade students. 

Dr. Underwood and Mr. Wiita from Concord YMCA gave a very 
interesting and informative talk on smoking to all fifth and sixth 
grade students. Other educational films on smoking were shown 
during the school year. 

A Crest Dental Education Program was given in the first three 
grades. In the other grades dental educational films were shown. 

A Rubella Vaccine Clinic was conducted by Dr. Albert Snay, 
State Board of Health and the School Health Service. At this time 97 
children received the vaccine. 

Mr. Hechtl, our school educational consultant, conducted school 
conferences with twenty-five students. Many hours were spent in 
conferences with teachers and parents. 

Pre-school registration was held May 13th, 1970. Twenty-eight 
children were present and received vision and hearing examinations. A 
dental examination was also given by Mrs. Burton, state Dental 
Hygienist and recommendations were made. The value of pre-school 
health appraisal including screening tests lies in the importance of 
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early case finding enhancing correction of defects at an optimal time 
and before the child enters school. 

We have completed one year of our Pilot Program. Students from 
the Sacred Heart School of Nursing. As part of the Pediatrics course, 
Senior Student Nurses participated in a Pilot Program set up by the 
School Health Department and the Sacred Heart Hospital School of 
Nursing. Students were assigned to a school nurse in order to ob- 
serve the function of the school nurse in the School Health Program. 

The objectives as far as the School Health Service Department is 
concerned, are as follows: | 

A. Provide practicum: (a) Curriculum (b) Experience 

B. Promote educational role of the school to the community. 

C. Provide an opportunity for nursing students to observe the 
total education process and personnel envolved. 

D. Provide an experience for students to observe and work 
with the well child. 

The program was evaluated in June, 1970, and approval received 
to expand the program beginning September, 1970. 

Health is a primary objective of modern education. The Educa- 
tional Policies Commission has stated that “An educated person un- 
derstands the basic facts concerning health and disease — he protects 
his own health and that of his dependents, and works to improve the 
physical fitness and leisure-time objectives among our youth as does 
the school. These opportunities are so important in the development 
of youth that it should be the aim and function of all schools to provide 
an adequate three-point health program: comprehensive health in- 
struction, selected health services in cooperation with physicians and 
local health departments, and healthful environment. Emphasis in 
this program should be on the health education of the child and in 
creating a healthful environment for learning. 

Our school health services have had complete cooperation from 
all community agencies, the local PTA and all supporting agencies. 

We wish to express our thanks to the Superintendent, parents, 
teachers, and school board for their cooperation.

RECORD OF SCHOOL MEETING 
March 6, 1970

Introduction was then made of Emest Peltonen, Supt. of 
Schools, Paul Kilmister, Assit. Supt. of Schools and Wayne Evans, 
Business Manager of Supervisory Union 19. The Moderator then 
asked the two School Board candidates, Jady Judy and Mrs. Joseph 
Trimbur to stand and be recognized. 

Moderator Nixon read the Warrant and announced the election of 
School District Officers for the ensuing year would be held at the 
time of election of Town Officers. 

ARTICLE 1 — To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any other 
officers or agents of the District. 

On motion by Howard Towne and second by Vaughn Smith, with 
an explanation of the salaries by John Young, it was VOTED that 
the salaries of the School Board and Truant Officer and any other 
officer or agents of the District be accepted as approved in the budget. 

ARTICLE 2—To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Com- 
mittees, and Officers, chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Howard Towne reported on the Area Study Committee, comprised 
of members of the School Board, giving a brief resume of Area 
history, and the various reactions of the participating towns of Goffs- 
town, Dunbarton and New Boston. 

There being no further business under this Article, it was moved 
by Vaughn Smith and seconded by Howard Towne that the reports 
of all Agents, Auditors, Committees and Officers be accepted as 
printed in the Town Report. The motion carried unanimously. 

ARTICLE 3—To choose Agents and Committees in relation to 
any subject embraced in this Warrant. 

It was moved by John Young, with second by Vaughn Smith that 
we pass over this article, to return, if necessary, later in the evening. 

ARTICLE 4— It was moved by Howard Towne and seconded by 
Vaughn Smith that we vote to authorize the School Board to make 
application for and to accept, on behalf of the District, any or all 
grants or offers for educational purposes which may now or here- 
after be forthcoming from the State of New Hampshire and/or the 
United States. Mr. Peltonen was invited to elaborate on the various 
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sources of funds available to the School District from both these 
sources. After some discussion and further explanation by the School 
Board, this article was VOTED in the affirmative. 

ARTICLE 5—It was moved by John Young, with second by 
Howard Towne that the School District raise and appropriate the 
sum of $258,810.28 for the support of schools, for the payment of 
salaries of School District officials and agents and for the payment 
of the statutory and contractual obligations of the District. 

A detailed explanation of differences in the budget from the 
previous year was explained by John Young. The increase of $4,700 in 
salaries included $3,800 to classroom teachers, $400 to administration, 
$100 for substitute teachers, and $400 for the School District share 
of operation of the library in town. Increase in transportation of 
students was incurred as the result of having to make double runs. 
In order to trim the budget, it was recommended that library and 
audio-visual aids be cut to the barest necessities. A substantial de- 
crease in the operation of the hot lunch program was a direct result 
of having the Head Start Program in town and also because of more 
government surplus foods available this year than in the previous year. 

There being no further discussion, the article was VOTED unani- 
mously in the affirmative. 

ARTICLE 6-— To transact any other business that may legally 
come before this meeting. 

Mr. Towne took this opportunity to express his gratitude to the 
many people who had been of such help to him and the School Board 
during his many years of service. 

There being no further business, the motion was made and se- 
conded to adjourn. The meeting was adjourned at 8:58.
